The minute you go through the door 
you enter another era—a miniature 19th 
Century world where you wander en- 
thralled up and down the aisles studying 
the forty tiny rooms created with such 
love and artistry by the Steeles that you 
feel a lump in your throat as you realize 
the long years of work and research that 
have gone into this project to set it forth 
so beautifully for your enjoyment. 
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From the lowliness of THE OLD 
COUNTRY STORE, complete with Post- 
office, chamber pots and corset manne- 
quin to the elegance of the Sarah Bern- 
hardt Ivories, Alice and Frank Steele have 
carefully and with great pains depicted 
Life at its fullest in the good old days.

There were always two tables set up—one 
with a red tablecloth and Ironstone china 
for the mill hands and one with a white 
tablecloth and yellow Leeds china for the 
family. Here, in miniature, is the fire- 
place with its old tin tray, its Boston rock- 
er and the five-drawer chest which held 
the family’s prized liquor set. You can 
almost hear old Hiram crabbing about the 
tea and you aren't too surprised to learn 
that he was asked to find a new board- 
ing house. It follows naturally that he im- 
mediately got married and bought a farm 
with a walled-in orchard where he ex- 
perimented with various kinds of fruit 
brought from abroad by his neighbor, 
William Cullen Bryant.

leading course. After he took office in the 
fall of 1932, he began to change all this. 

He allowed parties where boys and 
girls could meet. And he is said to have 
suggested that the boys might smoke (if 
not done too openly) and that “Christ was 
a good man like Gandhi.” It was for these 
and other reasons, rumors spread the killer 
was a religious fanatic 

Police headquarters had been set up on 
the school grounds. Five hours after the 
murder, after intensive searches, question- 
ings, and theories about the possible motive, 
and route of the killer's escape, Dist. Atty. 
Bartlett said, “Anybody’s guess in this 
murder is as good as mine.” 

In the doctor's library, a state trooper 
picked up The Public School Murder, an 
English mystery story by R. C. Wood- 
thorpe. He opened it to where it read, 
“There at the window . . . the headmaster 
sat writing . . . The light shone upon him; 
he was a conspicuous target. . . the mur- 
derer . . . crept stealthily along the edge 
of the grass until he was within a yard or 
two. One shot was enough at such close

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range. Then the problem became, what to 
do with the gun.” 

The trooper read further into the novel. 
Eventually, the fictitious killer threw the 
gun into a lake. Mount Hermon, too, had 
a lake, Shadow Lake. Police dragged Shadow 
Lake. Their theory was that one of the 
persons who had borrowed this book from 
Dr. Speer may have used the book as the 
plot for the murder. Even the cisterns and 
drains of the school were explored. A diver 
was sent to the bottom of the Connecticut 
river, situated nearby, in search of the 
murder weapon. None was found. 

While these waters were being explored 
police questioned all the persons listed on 
Dr. Speer’s library file who had borrowed 
the book. They found no evidence 

Four persons were said to have been on 
the school grounds at the time of the shoot- 
ing: a laundry worker, the head of the 
carpenter shop, and their wives. They re- 
ported seeing an old, dark sedan enter the 
grounds and drive towards the Speer home. 
They heard, what they thought at that 
time, was a gunshot at a skunk. Then they

While most dealers are interested only 
in the bottles without the bitters, some 
of us find more amusement in the old ads 
themselves. It was a great surprise to me 
to learn that advertising isn’t the modern 
medium I'd thought. Since thousands of 
years before Christ men have had tempta- 
tion put before them in the form of ad- 
vertisements. From stencilled inscriptions 
on clay bricks proclaiming who built such- 
and-such a temple, advertising has pro 
gressed until we find a lurid sign outside 
a Georgia restaurant: EAT HERE OR 
We’'LL BotH STARVE TO DEATH. 

They say the sandwich man was first 
thought up in Carthage where galley 
owners sent a man into the street wearing 
a shirt lettered with the time of the gal- 
ley’s arrival and the type of cargo it car- 
ried and the walls of Old Pompeii were 
evidently rented out by an advertising 
agency as painted signs announcing 
FIGHTS OF GLADIATORS have been dis- 
covered on walls near the Public Baths 
and other places where crowds were apt 
to gather. 

In England during the last of the fif- 
teenth century tack-up advertisements be- 
gan to appear, hand-written by hired 
scribes and used by young professional 
men as a LosT AND FOUND and HELP 
WANTED bureau. 
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Later hand-bills were brought into The “Something Good” evidently is a sly 
use and in 1820 WARREN’S SHOE BLAcK- ‘éference to Grandmother Viola's apple pie. 
ING ran an ad with a picture by Cruik- 
shank, the famous caricaturist, with hu- 
morous verses 

Along about this time the tax on Eng 
lish newspapers was so high that out- 
door advertising flourished and bill post- 
ers, swooping down on a town at night, 
would plaster the whole community while 
it slept. These bootleg posters became 
such a nuisance that finally ‘advertising 
stations” were set up for authorized post- 
ing and the 1860's brought the outdoor 
billboard as we know it. 

It was soon after the Civil War that 
patent medicine really came into its own 
Much of the advertising space in religious 
weeklies was devoted to various cures for 
everything from a torpid liver to scrofula, 
and pious readers who frowned on liquor 
would take “bitters” regularly for stom- 
ach trouble, poor complexion, flabby 
flesh, piles or what have you. Often times 
they were so anxious to be “cured” that 
they’d open the bottle before leaving the 
store and take a good swig of bitters, 
which were of high alcoholic content.

RANGOON, BURMA, JULY 2, 1959. 


O-= OF THE RAREST ANIMALS IN 
captivity may die in Rangoon be- 
fore any airline will agree to fly it out of 
Burma. A yearling female takin, native 
to the high mountains of northern Burma, 
western China and southern Tibet, has 
been stranded in sweltering Rangoon 
since April 27th, unable to continue the 
journey to its new home at New York's 
Bronx Zoo. Whether or not she can sur- 
vive a prolonged stay in the tropics is not 
known, as the only other takin in a zoo 
lives at temperate Peiping, China. 

The takin (a “thamin” to the Burmese, 
a “Shau zau hpa’”’ to a Kachin, a ‘‘Sapai”’ 
to a Nung) is not only rare, but unique 
It is neither goat nor sheep nor cow, yet 
has points in common with all three 
Appearance and movements are rather 
goatlike, it leaps with the agility of a 
mountain sheep, and when provoked, 
bawls like a calf. On the other hand, the 
horns of a mature specimen closely re- 
semble those of the fabled gnu of East 
Africa. Its only near relation is the musk- 
ox of Arctic America. 

In the wild state, the takin is extremely 
wary and elusive, especially in northern 
Burma, where it is intensively—and il-

legally—hunted by the meat-hungry Lisu 
and Rawang tribes. 

She was caught last July in a concealed 
snare, as a two-months calf (or kid), 
by Rawang hunters from a village near 
Putao, Burma's northermost town. They 
carried her on their shoulders all the 
way home to Sangkawng, a ten-day trek 
over the mountains, where she was again 
allowed to run free. Having somehow 
survived an abrupt and complete wean- 
ing at that unnatural age, she quickly 
adjusted to her new life. 

At first, she associated mainly with the 
village cattle, but soon evinced a grow- 
ing preference for human society, and 
seldom strayed away from the cluster of 
bamboo and thatch houses. In fact, she 
became something of a pest, always un- 
derfoot, raiding the kitchen gardens, 
breaking down carefully tended orange 
trees to get at the new leaves, and daily 
making the rounds to scrounge any left- 
over rice gruel from the porches. At 
night, not content to shelter beneath the 
houses with the cattle, buffalo, goats, pigs 
and other stock, she sought the porch of 
one particular house, and settling herself 
against the front door, lay there like some 
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grams 


huge dog. Of course, everyone entering 
and leaving had to step over her sprawled 
form, but that never disturbed her 

But the trouble she made for the 
people of Sangkawng as a pet was no 
more than a patch on the troubles that 
began when she was cast in the role of 
valuable zoo specimen belonging to the 
New York Zoological Society. It

So, everything beautifully arranged, we 
hastened to Putao to have the takin ready 
for the UBA flight of February 12th 
On the eleventh, the takin was brought 
from Sangkawng, across the level plain 
of Khamti, the twelve miles to the air 
strip, following (reluctantly) behind a 
cow companion. The procession reached 
the airfield almost simultaneously with 
1 flurry of telegrams advising that the 
export permits had been delayed, and the 
takin must not “repeat must not” leave 
Putao. By coincidence, that was just about 
the time an MP announced his intention 
to raise the question of exporting the 
takin in Parliament 
Milton was forced to return to Ran- 
goon to straighten matters out. Within 
weeks, everything was again ar 
ranged, for February 26th, and this time, 
KLM flew out a special animal assistant 
to attend the takin on the flight to Ham- 
burg. But inexplicably, on the first clear 
day at Putao since the abortive attempt 
of the 12th, UBA’s old reliable DC-3 
failed to appear. 
It was after this second failure that 
murmurings about Nats began around the

cooking fires of the more superstitious 
tribespeople, and gradually spread to 
more sophisticated quarters. But none of 
the principals involved paid any atten 
tion; such talk only strengthened their 
determination to prevent anything from 
interfering with the arrangements made 
for March third. KLM was rerouting a 
cargo plane return from Singapore, espe- 
cially to pick up the takin, and again, 
the animal assistant enroute from 
Amsterdam. The plane would land at 
Rangoon on March 2nd at 1720 hours, 
ind depart promptly at 1820. Notice was 
served that this was the last chance as far 
is KLM was concerned 

To me, keeping the long vigil at Putao, 
that seemed to be cutting things pretty 
close. However, even though I already 
had the takin at the airstrip before dawn 
of the second, I watched the two flights 
come and go 

That night, a torrential downpour an 
nounced the end of fair weather, and I 
awoke at last to the realization that in 
the East, nothing can be taken for 
granted. Still, dawn revived hope, for the 
sun blinked wanly through the clouds and 
mist obscuring the encircling mountains. 
Unless conditions worsened, the plane 
might yet get through; it had come on 
worse days. 

In fact, the weather improved steadi- 
ly, at least over Putao. But to the south, 
great banks of clouds hung low over the 
jungle-clad hills, and after making two 
hazardous attempts to find a passage, the 
plane was forced to give up. As Putao 
had no radio communication, the takin 
waited at the airstrip the better part of 
that day. 

For the next month Milton and I man- 
aged to stay out of touch with the outside 
world. We made a long-deferred expedi- 
tion to the snow mountains. During our 
absence, the Kachin Ministry organized 
one airlift, and somehow persuaded KLM 
to stand by once more. But both the As- 
sistant Resident in charge of Putao Dis- 
trict and his Chief Clerk were off on 
tour, and when the UBA flight of March 
26th appeared, no one with the necessary 
authority was there to put the takin 
aboard.

Christians of Sangkuang to begin the trek 
to Putao on Sunday afternoon. The whole 
village turned out to bid the takin good- 
bye. Everyone fervently hoped for the last 
time. 

It was. The plane came in on schedule, 
the takin was led to her crate, peacefully 
entered it, and was put aboard. Then the 
plane left Sangkuang. It was as simple as 
that. And yet to the crowd of spectators, 
it seemed that a small miracle had just 
been witnessed 

She arrived in Rangoon that evening 
none the worse for wear, and was im 
mediately shown to an air-conditioned stall 
in the main lobby of Mingladon Airport 
And there she remained for twenty-two 
days, while Milton exhausted every last 
possibility—short of chartering a plane for 
£200 a day for having her airlifted to 
Europe 

When he had wired me to send the takin, 
it was with the understanding that SAS 
would take her on their flight of May 
first. But on April 29th, orders came from 
the home office that no animals could be 
carried. In fact, as Milton eventually real- 
ized, none of the six passenger airlines was 
in a position to carry animal freight, for 
approximately identical reasons, not the 
least of which was that the takin is not 
odorless, and the head offices were un- 
willing to risk offending passengers by 
having barnyard smells wafted through 
their aircrafts’ closed air-conditioning sys- 
tems. 

Another frustrating two weeks and it 
was past the middle of May. Milton's pre 
dominant emotion had become a feeling 
of embarrassment: at being forced to im 
portune the same people over and over 
again who, while personally more than 
willing to be of service, could only say no 
and especially at having to show his face 
at the airport, where the takin still oc

Waiting until after dark, Milton moved 
the takin by truck to the zoo. Here a large 
outdoor enclosure, complete with a pond, 
great shade tree and a shelter, had been

The takin is still there. Milton returned 
to Myitkyina on May 22nd, the day after 
the rains finally broke. With somewhat 
cooler weather in store, and every airline 
inform him the instant a 
flight was in prospect, there seemed to be 
no further need of his presence.

and the 1959 Hobby Show in Boston 

Mr. Baldwin applies paint directly onto the prepared shell with extremely tiny 
brushes and without the aid of a magnify 
ing glass. The result is then baked in 
Mrs. Baldwin's electric range oven for a 
certain length of time—depending on th 
kind of shell. After much experiment, h 
has discovered that Cape quahogs are bes 
for his work. Clam and scallop shells

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Firty YEARS OF RuG-MAKING 


Mrs. Lila R. Wilde of 230 Fort Pleasant 
Avenue, Springfield, Massachusetts, is, 
at eighty-two years of age, still making 
and selling her famous heirloom braided 
rugs, a business that she started as a 
hobby some fifty years ago. At that time 
she was advised by a friend that “if you 
are going to put all that work in a rug 
you might as well make perfect ones that 
will become heirlooms.’’ Mrs. Wilde took 
her friend's advice, adopted the old-fash- 
ioned rug-making methods and as the rugs 
began to pile up she started selling 
them. Today she can sell all she makes 
Besides the ones for sale she has made 
room-size rugs for all her children and 
smaller ones for her grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren. She has always used 





only woolen pieces which she cuts into narrow strips, bastes and makes into tight 
braids never more than three-quarters of an inch wide. She sews the braids together 
with an invisible stitch that makes the butted rugs reversible. Never has any been 
resewn although some have been in constant use for over forty years. 

For several years Mrs. Wilde exhibited her rugs and taught braided rug-making at 
the Eastern States Exposition at West Springfield, Massachusetts. As a result many men 
and women are now finding satisfaction in making heirloom rugs—but it's difficult 


indeed to achieve the perfection exemplified by the work of their former teacher.

HE BY-GONE ‘FOLK-ART’ OF WALI 
stenciling, extremely popular dur- 
ing the early 1800's, is fast be- 
coming a “do-it-yourself” fad in 
part of Massachusetts. 
It all started at Old Sturbridge 
Village, the recreated country 
town of 150 long years ago, which 
brings to life the way the Yankee farmer- 
artisan lived, worked and worshipped 
There, in the village’s tavern-on-the 
green, six wall panels depicting this form 
of interior home decoration were pre- 
pared as part of a newly-interpreted art 
exhibit.

make up a lasting casein paint from an 
old recipe. After considerable trial and 
error Mr. Wilson chose the following old 
formula: ‘Take a quantity of the curds of 
fresh skimmed milk. To this add 1/5 of 
the volume of above of freshly slaked 
lime. Mix together well to form a paste 
and then add three to five parts of water. 
To this add a sufficient quantity of desired 
color so that it is of a consistency that will 
run from the brush.” 

In this manner did the itinerants mix 
their paints. Skimmed milk curds were 
available in any home and powdered pig- 
ments were obtainable commercially. 

Mrs. Nasse, the present day stenciler, had 
never done wall stenciling before she was 
engaged by Old Sturbridge Village for this 
work. “While it requires precision and a 
steady hand,” she says, “actually it is a 
simple process that any male or female 
amateur can master.” Old time stencilers 
no doubt worked swiftly and learned with 
practice to rapidly apply the colors in a 
neat manner. Surely this is true of Eaton, 
Jr. For despite repeated use, the backs of 
his stencils were clean when they were 
discovered. 

The eye-catching colors and simplicity 
of design of the wall stencils in the Old 
Sturbridge Village Art Exhibit have caused 
many visitors to the village, who come

That Italian Look 


Miss MacDonald gives a first-hand report on some of 
the Italian influences to look for in this fall’s fashion 
line-up. The photograph at left and on the following 
pages were taken in Rome, Italy. 


TALY MAY SEEM FAR AWAY, YET CREA- 

tions of the Italian designers for this 
tall are influencing forthcoming fashions 
on every price level in every dress shop 
in New England. 

The great Italian designers have 
achieved such standing in the fashion 
world that no one interested in styling of 
women’s clothes can remain unaffected by 
their ideas. So, with a view to their in- 
fluence on American ready-made fashions, 
I visited the Rome salons of Simonetta, 
Fontana, and Eleanora Garnett. 

The Garnett salon is in a splendid 
house that you approach through a tre- 
mendous wrought-iron gate and by cross- 
ing a flowered courtyard. The room itself 
is especially elegant with 30-foot high 
ceilings and highly-placed arched win- 
dows, and arched mirrors reflecting a 
highly-polished herringbone-pattern floor 
which clicks smartly under the models’ 
high heels. 

In her fall collection, Eleanora Garnett 
features beautiful, softly feminine dresses. 
I was particularly interested in her new 
“at home” fashions—trousers caught in 
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at the ankles and so full they looked like 
skirts. One in purple velvet with a beaded 
jacket was especially attractive. This in- 
fluence derives from a recent trip of 
Mme. Garnett to Istanbul. She returned 
and promptly designed a costume she 
calls the ‘“‘houri.’’ The minarets, she says, 
gave her ideas for lines that closely follow 
the form without clinging. 

One of her interesting evening dresses 
was a sheath of black sequins, moulded to 
the body from the shoulder to the ankles, 
with a narrow skirt slit to the knee to 
make walking possible. 

Across the city just off the famous 
Piazza di Spagna I found the salon of the 
three famed Fontana sisters. Micol Fon 
tana and I chatted about many things, in 
cluding the interest of the American 
woman in the boutique, an idea that 
Italian women find strange, accustomed as 
they are to having their clothes made to 
order, either at one of the great salons 
or copied by a “‘little dressmaker,’ 
name you keep a deep dark secret, esp« 
cially from your best friends 

Fontana is showing daytime suits with

jackets well over the hips, and an elon 
gated vest, or tunic, which shows beneath 
the jacket. When the jacket is removed, 
the vest turns out to be sleeveless and 
makes a perfect theatre or dress suit. One 
dark woolen suit with a black velvet vest 
seemed particularly effective 

Fontana feels that the mobile lives we 
lead, because of increasing travel, are 
causing Clothes to be more streamlined 


and tailored. She feels, too, that these 
days fashion is international and _ that 
women in America and women in Italy 
dress very similarly. Fontana is showing 


something new in heels, by the way, and 
I noted one sample was marked tor Gina 
Lollobrigidia. The heels are in unusual 
shapes, one a mushroom-style, for in 
stance, and form a sort of pedestal for t 
shoe itself 

The combination of green and purple 
was new in the Fontana line of suits and 
dresses, and used with admirable effect 

On the other hand, Simonetta said, 
Black, and always black.’ The vivacious 
Simonetta, just returned from a short va 
cation at Capri, told me that the wardrobe 
trunks which take her collections to the 
showings are always tied with red ribbon 
for good luck in accordance with an an- 
cient Italian superstition 

In Simonetta’s line, as with the other 
Italian designers, you are conscious of a 
masterful combination of boldness and 
simplicity. Simonetta, like Garnett and 
Fontana, feels that skirt lengths are en 
tirely a matter of individual proportion 
and preference, and if anything, are just 
a shade longer this season. 

FOOD IN ROME 

Anyone in Rome for the first time is 
sure to make one discovery, how won 
derfully delicious the food is, and es 
pecially at Tony Prantera’s Hostaria dell 
Orso, the oldest hotel in the world, and 
now a most magnificent establishment 
with bar, restaurant, and night club on 
three separate floors 

Especially, too, at the Capriccio where 
food is served on a terrace sparkling in 
the night, movie stars glittering at the 
next table, and horses’ hooves sending up 
their nostalgic rhythm from the street 
below 














At the Ulpia you eat good food on a 
terrace only a few hundred yards from 
ruins of Ancient Rome, and when you 
sit at the sidewalk tables of Tre Scalini, 
water splashes and sparkles over the 
sculptured figures in two beautiful Ber- 
nini fountains. 

As to the service, signor or signorina 
has only to ask! Anything you want is 
yours—except, well, certain language dif- 
ficulties crop up when you ask for recipes. 
No matter, there are clues in a description 
of the dishes, and we cooks like to ex- 
periment. 

Capellini Marinara is a dish that in- 
vites imitation. If you know spaghetti with 
fish sauce, you are on the right track, but 
the Capellini is infinitely finer than fine 
spaghetti, and the sauce is made corres- 
pondingly thinner, and used more spar- 
ingly. Cannelloni, those large tubes made 
of pasta, should probably be explored 
more carefully as a means of using up 
odds and ends, and serving up a dish that 
looks and tastes special. Ground meat 
and spinach make one of the best mix- 
tures for stuffing the cannelloni, but any 
reasonable combination is worth trying. 

Wishing to drink your afternoon coffee 
in the company of “the mighty dead,” 
you find your way to the Caffe Greco and 
sit on old benches and arm chairs once 
occupied by Keats, Shelley, Byron, Thack- 
eray, Mark Twain, Gounod, Bizet, Wag- 
ner, and a host of others known to fame. 
You find the walls decorated with por- 
traits and works of art by celebrated 
visitors of the past 150 years. 

For the celebrated people of today you 
go up one of Rome's great hills to the 
Excelsior Hotel, and sit at Doney’s side- 
walk cafe. There you sip a delicious froz- 
en coffee or an aperitif, and watch all the 
world go by. I plan to experiment on that 
frozen coffee. It has the consistency of 
melting slush, and perhaps can be made 
by half-freezing coffee in an ice tray. It 
is topped with whipped cream. If you 
succeed in making it, you will want to 
call it by mame: Granita di caffe con 
anna.

world. Such a spot is The Old Harbor, at 
Clinton in Connecticut, a secluded little 
port where once ships set sail for the 
Bahamas, Barbadoes, Turk’s Island, Cuba, 
Jamaica, and other West Indian ports. 
Once the shore was lined with old store- 
houses, built to receive the ship's cargoes 
of rum and molasses, although today it 
is said that the ells on several of the old 
houses along Waterside Lane were made 
from these old storehouses, dragged back 
from the shore. 

To visit Old Harbor, you drive down 
Clinton's East Main Street looking sharp- 
ly for Waterside Lane, a narrow way that 
passes between two large houses, stand- 
ing like sentinels on guard. The Lane 
leads to a basin at the river’s mouth, and 
to a shop and boatyard which occupy the 
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site of an old shipyard. There is a green 


there, too, where a carronade captured 
from a British man-of-war by John Paul 
Jones is mounted to commemorate an un 
successful attempt of the British to land 
troops during the War of 1812. The 
prim eighteenth-century houses were 
built by old seafaring families to shelter 
mariners, fishermen and ships 
ters, and they are consequently built like 
ships with pegged beams 

Visit Old Harbor, and take a big step 
into the quiet past. But the return to an- 
other day involves no hardship—far from 
it. Clinton, not far from the Connecticut 
Turnpike and halfway, approximately, be- 
tween New London and New Haven, is 
within easy reach of many spots that cater
